“It Pays To Help Prevent Fires” 
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Menlo Commuters 
May Use Monorail

Menlo Park commuters may 
| sailing through the air without tak- 
ing a plane if the proposed plans 
for monorail transportation become 
a fact. Anson Bilges, president of 
‘the Suspended ‘Transit Systems, 
in a talk before the Belmont Civic 
Club, explained that a definite pro- 
gram is now being set up for the 
installation of a monorail line from 
San Francisco to San Jose and one 
from Los Angeles through the San 
Fernando Valley. 

Such a system would serve a 
commuting trade and provide fast 
freightine service. The speed of the 
monorail trains would be 
159 miles per hour, though a speed 
of 300 miles per hour would be 
possible. From Menlo to the City 


should tak not Ionger than 25 min- 
utes. 

The monorail line, built at Elber- 
field, Germany, in 1901, has with- 
stood bombings of both World 
Wars. It is a system whereby street 
cars hang from a single rail placed 
on towers, in the same manner that 
conveyers are used in lumbering 
and mining, and it is estimated to 
be the “fastest, :safest and most 
economical means, of transporta- 
tion.” 


A commercial monorail line down 
the peninsula has been planned for 
some time, said Bilges, explaining 
that the idea here ig not new. How- 
ever, with the increasing and crowd- 
ed conditions of the ground trans- 
portation the need for commuter 
service caused the company to ex- 
pand its plans to include passen- 
ger trade. The San Francisco coun- 
cil of Civic Clubs has already en- 
dorsed the system for use in that 
city and has urged similar action 
from the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion and the board of supervisors. 

In describing the system it was 
pointed out that a portion of the 
Southern Pacific right of way may 
be used to San Jose. Elevators or 
escalators would take passengers 
from the tower landings to the 
ground.

Sequoia high school enrollment 


|in 1939-40 was 1738. This year (19- 


46-47) it is 1996. The W/California 
Taxpayers Association predicts an 
enrollment of 2411 in 1949-50 and 
3144 in 1953-54. 

The _ pressure of population 
growth has already interfered with 
the school administration’s plans to 
limit class size to thirty and has 
determined that future expansion 
must be “carefully geared” to the 
anticipated growth. 

Enrollments of 1946-47 can be 
accomodated, the report states, by 
the added space provided by the 
conversion of the museum into a 
class room. Gymnasium facilities 
have been extended on the basis of 
seven periods and a maximum en- 
rollment of 120. But it is obvious 
that even with continuing good 
management in general classroom 
use the present facilities will be 
strained in a couple of years. 

Though student enrollment in 
specialized courses changes from 
time to time the general growth is 
estimated by the Taxpayers Asso- 
ciation to be so certain that it ur- 
ges a careful study of the high 
school needs in time to meet them, 
so that the educational advantages 
of the school will not be lowered 
by crowded conditions.

The money needed has 
been apportioned from this year’s 
budget. “We all set to 
go,” said O. H. Olson, superintend- 
ent of schools in Menlo Park, who 
feels that the community has rea- 
son to be surprised and disappoint- 
ed with the denial of this second 
request for school building as it 
came to him Tuesday from Wash- 
ington. The letter follows: 

“Your application for permission 
to construct a two-story addition to 
the elementary public school build- 
ing at Menlo Park has been care- 
fully considered by the Facilities 
Review Committee. 

Because of the’ generally 
crowded conditions in the public 
schools throughout the United 
States, it has been necessary to es- 
tablish certain criteria for proces- 
sing such applications in order to 
minimize the vast impact which 
would otherwise occur to the detri- 
ment of the Veterans Emergency 
Housing Program. It has been de- 
termined that wherever possible, 
based largely upon the availability 
of transportation ficilities, two 
school sessions per day should be 
established policy. Further, it has 
been determined that the maximum 
square footage per pupil be estab- 
lished as 20 for academic class= 
rooms and 40 for special classrooms 
such as the laboratories, work shops 
etc. 

As you can see therefore, your 
application does not meet the ex- 
isting criteria and therefore must 
be denied at this time. 

You may be assured that the 
postponement of approval of this 
application will be as short as pos- 
sible consistent with the availibility 
of material for the construction of 
veterans’ homes.”
